This is in response to the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency With Specification dated August 
25, 2001 in this application setting a one month period for reply. 

The Remarks section begins on page 2. 



REMARKS 

The Notice Of Drawing Inconsistency With Specification states: 

"The drawings filed 1 1-4-03 have been received. However, an 
inconsistency exists between the drawings and the Brief Description of the 
Drawings in the Specification" 

and, 

"Figures 6 are listed in the Brief Description Of The Drawings in the 
specification but not contained in the drawings." 

Applicants respectfully disagree. 

Enclosed is a copy of applicants' date stamped postcard receipt filed with the application 
indicating 6 sheets of drawings were filed. See also the application as published on the USPTO 
website, publication no. 2003/0148397 which presents 6 figures on six sheets. 

In view of the foregoing, it is clear that no inconsistency exists between the drawings 
submitted with the application and the six figures listed in the Brief Description Of The 
Drawings. 

In the Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review (copy enclosed) included in the 
Office Action dated April 18, 2003 the Draftsman only objected to Figures 2, 3, 4 and 5. No 
objection was raised to Figure 6. Applicant filed a Supplemental Response for Submission of Formal 
Drawings on July 18, 2004 submitting formal drawings of Figures 1-5, a total of 6 sheets. A copy of 
the date stamped postcard receipt for those formal figures is enclosed A copy of the Supplemental 
Response was refiled on November 4, 2003 with copies of formal drawings, Figures 1-5 (six sheets). 
A copy of the date stamped postcard receipt for that submission is also enclosed. 

The Notice of Drawing Inconsistency with Specification does not indicate which of the 
formal drawings previously submitted is now missing. As such, Applicants resubmit the formal 
drawings of Figures 1-5 and although the Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review did not 
object to Figure 6, and a formal drawing of Figure 6 has not yet been particularly requested, 
applicants submit concurrently herewith a formal drawing of Figure 6 as well. 
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No fee is believed to be due for this submission. However, the Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to charge any deficiency in the fees filed, asserted to be filed or which should have been 
filed herewith to our Deposit Account No. 06-2375.
